Spacemen Given Newly Published Bible 


The entire complement of 43 
astronauts stationed at NASA 
in Houston have been presented 
personalized, 
autographed 
copies of the recently published 
“Living Bible.” 
Translator of “The Living 
Bible,” Kenneth N. Taylor, was 
invited to the Base to make the 
presentations by Apollo XV 
Lunar Module pilot, Colonel 
James B. Irwin. Colonel Irwin 
was the moonman who during 
his lunar explorations in August 
of last year, carried his Bible 
with him to read while on the 
moon. 
Taylor, 
the 
54-year-old 
theologian who spent the last 16 
years of his life translating (he 
calls it paraphrasing) the entire 
Bible into a 
contemporary, 
readable style, spent a day at 


the Astrounaut Office Building 
conversation with various 
in 


m - 
astronauts as he made 
dividual presentations of “The 
Living Bible.” Taylor explained 
to several astronauts who 
asked, 
that 
he 
did 
his 
paraphrase of “The Living 
Bible” on a 
“thought-for- 
thought” basis, rather than on a 
“ word-for-word” basis like 
other 
Bibles 
have 
been 
prepared. Taylor explains that 
the paraphrase style flows 
better, conveys the meaning 
clearer, and elminates Greek 
and Hebrew grammar styles 
which 
are 
difficult 
for 
Americans to read. 
Sales figures seem to bear 
Taylor out, as two million 
copies of “The Living Bible” 
have been sold since the book 


hit the market in September of 
last year. Another xk million 
copies have been sold in 
England, the home of the 
popular King Jam es tran ­ 
slation. 
Irwin became impressed with 
“The Living Bible” after being 
introduced to the Book by his 
minister, Dr. Bill Rittenhouse, 
pastor of the Nassau Bay 
Baptist Church, located just off 
the NASA Base. Rittenhouse 
suggested that 
“The Living 
Bible” would be ideal for the 
Irwin 
fam ily’s 
evening 
devotions 
at 
home. 
The 
astrounaut’s four children 
responded favorable to “The 
Living Bible,” promting Irwin 
to invite Taylor to give copies of 
the new publication to his 42 
contemporaries in the space

L eaving 
her 
dentist’s 
office, 
M artha headed for the lobby of 
th e building. But as she reached 
the exit, she m istook a glass panel 
for the door and pushed right 
through it. 
Cut and bruised, M artha de­ 
cided to seek dam ages from the 
ow ner of the building. 
“The door is glass and so is the 
p an el,’’ she com plained in a court 
hearing. “ It is all very confusing.” 


But the building ow ner saw no 
good reason for her confusion. H e 
pointed out that the door had a 
m etal fram e, a hydraulic m ech­ 
anism , and a handle— all plainly 
visible. 
Result: 
M artha’s claim 
w as turned dow n. A s one judge 
put it: 
“The injury w as due to her own 
lack of care. She was the author 
o f her own m isfortune.” 
The growing use o f glass in 
hom es and buildings has led to 
num erous lawsuits in which som e­ 
o n e i n a d v e r t e n t ly “ w a lk e d 
through glass.” In hom es alone, 
such accidents happen about 40,- 
000 tim es a year. 
H ow alert does the law expect 
you to he in discerning danger? 
O ne key factor, as in the case 
above, is the presence of visible 
features that should put a reason­ 
ably careful person on guard. 
A nother factor is your fam il­ 
iarity w ith the prem ises. A wom an 
shopper 
barged 
into 
the 
glass 
panel 
beside 
the 
door at 
her 
neighborhood superm arket. But 
a 
court 
rejected 
her 
damage 
claim largely on the ground that 
she had been using the same door 
for years without any difficulty. 
H o w e v er , in o th e r c ir c u m ­ 
stances, inattention m ay well be 
excused. Consider this case: 
A n eight-year-old child, visiting 
at 
the 
home 
of 
som e 
fam ily 
friends, ran into a sliding glass 
door. But it seem s that the light­ 
ing was poor, and that the door— 
kept spotlessly clean at all tim es 
— had no telltale fixtures to m ake 
it noticeable. 
A court accordingly found no 
fault with the youthful victim . 
Ordering the hom e ow ner to pay 
dam ages, the court said he could 
easily have called attention to the 
hazard with a strategic strip of 
colored tape.
